ends of our holy calling. No, reader, would 
you place your safe estate in Christ beyond 
the last remaining doubt in your own mind, 
you must be diligent in labor—in prayer and 
watclifulness—in the study of God's word— 
aud in the use of His appointed ordinances. 

1. Diligence in labor. ‘The apostle calls 
upon usto work out our salvation with fear 
and trembling; for it is God that worketh in 
We 
inust find something to do in the cause of our 
Master, or it is in vain that we look for the as- 
surance of faith. The rust of religious inac- 
tion corroding within, would extinguish every 
gracious affection, would destroy every good 
resolution. There isa species of perfection- 
isin abroad, consisting in a notion that we are 


us to will and to do of his good pleasure, 


safe in Christ, and therefore others may take 
care of themselves—which is the very essence 
of antivomian selfishness. At no former peri- 
od in the history of Christ’s church, was inae- 
tion so inexcusable as at present, when the 
providence of God is opening upon us so 
many fields to invite our toil.

ing so as to ensure his presence on all conve- 
Nient occasions, and to whom baptism and 
ithe Lord’s supper are not as much a privilege 
asa duty,can never become assured of his 
calling and election. ‘These being institutions 
of God’s own appointment can never lose 
their use or importance to the church here 
below. And that, we may be sure, is a mor- 
bid and dangerous piety, that professes to have 
risen superior to dependence on outward ordi- 
nances. May the Lord save our souls from 
these antinomian delusions. 

Now, when we come to reap all the blessed 
fruits of diligence in these several poiuts of 
view, we shall find ourselves secure against 
backsliding. “Ye shall How 
few have reached this point! alas, how few! 


never full.” 


Though revived on one oceasion, we are lan- 
guid on another, and though at one time ready 
to every good work, at another importunity 
itself fails of urging us to any effectual ser- 
vice.

A writer in the Christian Register, signing 
himself “A Unitarian Christian,” has under- 
taken, in quite an earnest strain, to recall the 
attention of his brethren to this all-important, 
yet neglected doctrine.

The Flight of Time. 


« We spend our years as a tale that is told.”’ 

What a confession for an individual to make 
who has so few years in all to spend, and who 
istoreap such results, s0 vast, 80 enduring, 
from the manner in which he spends them! 
An interesting tale well told so engrosses our 
thoughts during its rehearsal That we tke no 
note of time. Before we think that the speak- 
er has fairly entered into his subject, he finish- 
es the story. When the spell is broken, what 
have we. left? Perhaps nothing worth re- 
jmembering. Well would it be for millions 
jand millions of our fellow immortals, if when 
the tale of this world has been all told, they 
could forever forget all thet they had heard, 
suid, thought and done. But whatever 
may forget, ourown story in this life will never, 


we 


never fude away. 

Our text is obscure through extreme brevity. 
The phrase “that is told,” is added by the 
translators. The word rendered lale occurs in 
two other places in the Bible, in one of them 
it seems to signify a voice—in the other a 
groan or sigh. Should either of them be the 
meaning of the word here, the same idea 
MYUUULNE A LUEEEE tn Thiam) attentive, it ix 
gone forever beyond their reach. 

Some eminent Hebrew scholars have trans- 
lated the word in question, by thought. With 
the rapidity of thought do we hasten onward 
towards an unknown world. We have some 
conception of the fleetness of many objects. 
We experience a thrill when we witness a 
steam-engine with a train of cars moving at 
the highest speed; the hawk as he pounces 
on his prey leaves the engine far behind, still 
a shot may arrest him in his most rapid flight, 
yet one of the heavenly bodies far outstrips a 
ball; but the circle described by the earth 
during a whole year, though moving at the 
rate of eight hundred thousand miles an hour, 
would be passed over by the winged lightning 
in forty-eight: minutes. 
can be measured. 


All these velocities 
But who can estimate the 
fleetness with which thought glances from 
place to place, and from world to world ?— 
This instant it may be here, inthe next, it is in 
the farthest known point of the universe, or 





revelling in the unexplored regions beyond. 
Now it may be present when the great Eter- 
nal spoke, and order, life, and beauty, arose 
out of chaos; next it may be before the white 
throne witnessing the solemn transactions of 
the dread and final day. With such a motion 
do we fly into eternity. 

The clause is rendered beautifully though 
not literally inthe Septuagint. We “carefully 
spend our years asa spider.” The spider is 
ever busy. His house which he builds with 
so much assiduity and skill, when covered 
with dew drops, glitters in the sun, like a 
palace of silver. But it affords no protection 
from the rain andthe storm. The ruthless 
tempest sweeps it clean away. So what man 
gathers with so much care and anxiety may 
administer comfort in health and prosperity. 
But in the day when God demands the spirit, 
we wake to the sad consciousness that of all 
our labor we have nothing left to soothe our 
fevered head. 

What is that portion of time which we spend 
so carelessly and so rapidly? It isa fraction 
of life, and no mean fraction even of a long 
life. It is also no ill emblem of a man’s his- 
tory in this world. Standing as we now do at 
the junction of two years, let us look at the 
pieture and be instructed.

Methodism and Slavery. 


The Christian Advocate of last week, has a 
long editorial article in opposition to the call 
made by Mr. Wise, one of the preachers, for 
another Methodist Anti-Slavery Convention 
in New England. The secession of “ Messrs. 
Scott, Lee & Co.,” as our Methodist friends 
teri the reformers of Methodism, has not, it 
seems, disburdened the Methodist Episcopal 
connection of agitators. The editor concludes 
his article by calling loudly on the New Eng- 
land preachers to withstand this Mr. Wise, 
whom he seems to regard as no more wise 
than he should be. Tle says: 

“Finally. Brethren of the New England 
Conferences, discourage this project of broth- 
er Wise—he may mean well, but really his 
feelings and passions are too much enlisted 
to allow him to be a safe guide. Nothing but 
evil can come of the proposed Conveution.— 
So far from reconciling differences of opinion 
on the subject of slavery, it will widen them, 
and will open afresh wounds which you had 
comforted yourselves with the hope would be 
speedily healed. Let the seceders say what 
they will, surely there is no occasion to clear 
yourselves of any want of zeal against the sys- 
tem of slavery. We met with no advocate 
for it during our whole tour through the New- 
England States. The church bas incorporat- 
ed an abiding testimony against the evil of 
slavery in her Discipline; but the evil is not 
within her control. All we can do is to send 
the gospel to both the master and the slave, 
and trust to its moral influences to cure the 
evil in God's good time, And when thattimne 
comes, let us see to it that the people of color 
t| are prepared for the blessing of civil freedom, 
by moral and religious culture, Without this, 
liberty after all,is only the choice between 
working and starving. The very liberty we 
desire tor them would be a greater curse than 
slavery, without the control of religious re- 
straints, Show, then, your love forthe slaves 
by aiding the church in multiplying her mis- 
sions among them. God, who has the hearts 
ofall men in his hands, can find means to 
break every yoke, when he sees it best. But 
in the mean time why should you sow dissen- 
sions in your societies and churebes, and put 
in jeopardy the unity of the Methodist con- 
nection by measures which can have no pos- 
sible effeet in. procuring the emancipation of 
the people of color? O pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem!”

Frnits of Oberlin, 


In noticing the late disgusting developments 
of depravity on the part of H.C. Taylor, late 
editor of the Oberlin Evangelist, the New 
York Observer has the following just, though 
scorching remarks ;
